The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Claims 1-12 are allowed because there is no prior art of record that teaches or 
suggests a door suspension system possessing the entire combination of features 
specified by the claims. In particular, while features may be individually known, there is 
no suggestion or motivation from the prior art to make the proposed modification to 
combine that would render the prior art invention being modified satisfactory for its 
intended purpose. Further, the modification of Anderson would change the principle of 
operation of the prior art being modified, and there is no convincing line of reasoning as 
to why the artisan would have found the motivation to modify Anderson that would have 
been obvious in light of the teachings of Bonar. Further still, the combine references 
would not have been obvious to arrive the claimed invention that would produce a 
reasonable expectation of success as applicants' claimed, i.e., "said attraction force 
adapted to cancel at least partially a weight of the door". See claims 1,11, and 12.
